Brmore the Old Canes of Raspherrirs. 

Charles A. (ireen, one u( the Im>sI 
fruit-gruwerv, says ho used In think it 
of little consequence when the old caocs 
of black caps were removed. Hut re- 
cent experience and experiment haa 
convini ed liini that they .should Im' ri-- 
nioved as soon as tlie friiil is gatliered. 
The old eaiies inav lie cut cisiiy wilii a 
shani iiook ntladieil to a handle two 
(eet long, and after they aio removeii 
and burned the Aeld may he more freely 
cultivated than if they were still in the 
way. 

&ut aside from tbia, the oU oanes ap- 
|)ear to draw on the vitality of the plant 
and seriously alTeet its subaeqnrut 
capacity (or lii'ariiig fniil. It is now 
held by scientilic men that a dead 
branch eibauita tho vitality of the tree 
as much aa though alive. The dead 
.•lines on msptwrrj' bushes Would iUM>ear 
to afl'ect them in like manner, muhes 
not I'leared ol old canes proiluce small, 
deici'tive, oninbliagr apecimena. The 
lirst year or two thenushes are not so 
seriously affected. Heivnflpr we will 
trim ours Us soon lus tlie fruit is 

Sathered, aweep them out of the spnecs 
etweon rowi with a one-horsi' rake, 
similar to a ateel-toothed hay-rake but 
very abort and ao wlieela, aad aave the 
aahea.— MroA Awf aad IHtaae.

.ig to a twelve-inch column about 
srvrtnty-sevon tarni per minute and to 
a thlriy-slx-lncb column aboat twenty- 
five turns per minute. 

To center nnd swing a column in tlia 
lathe Ihe stone has a sipi'are recess cut 
in each end, into wliicii is titled a block 
ol east iron with round iiole through its 
center. The place of this block isloimd 
by means o( a cross o( woihI witli slid- 
ing arms on eiieli o( the diiir limlis of 
Iho cross, the arms pnijeeting over the 
Biirtaoo ol the column lon<i;iiunnlty, and 
when eouidiatant from the center de- 
noting the place nf the center block, so 
thnt the true center of the column or 
sliafi is found, just as it ia on an iron 
shaft, (mm tiie circiiin(cronoo. The Iron 
block is secured in place by a running 
nf Babbit metal, or n similar unshrink- 
ing compound, around it. Tho centers 
of Ihe lathe spimiles flt the holes in the 
blocks, nnd when swung to the lathe 
the column ia rotated by means of a lug 
or dog on the face plate engaging with 
one seated in tiie end of the column. 

Hark of llie lalhe is a wall of plank 
against wiiicli rest the ends of a num- 
ber of iron blocks, three or (our inche.'i 
dlntuoter, long enough to project over 
the column and to have their rear ends 
resting ngainst the bulkhead or wall. 
Their under aides are concaved to em- 
brace the column one^oortbot lie diam- 
•itor or loss, and as the motlod of the 
mliimn In grinding is reverse to that of 
the ordinary lathe, tlie lilocks are held 
ngainst the wall l>y the rotation of the 
:*oluinn. 'i'lieso blocks arc arranged 
closely side by side, and when the col- 
umn IS lirst worked iU irregularities of 
cniscling and unevennesa o( contour 
make these blocks play up ami down 
like the movement of piaiioforle keys 
under the lingers o( a pcriormer. iliit 
as the grinding progresses this irregular 
movement )>ocomc8 a veiy slight undu- 
lation, pleasant to acc, 

A iroiign runs under tho column its 
entire lengtb, and from it an attendant 
sliovcls t^aoh sand and water on tbo 
revolving column, the blocks with their 
coiicnvo (aces acting ns grinders, just 
as the hiufje clamps of the maohinisU 
arc usimI in polishing a turned shaft.

ter —ninety supcrlicial (eel —would ro- 
rpiirc from forty-live lo lifly pounds. 
'I'liis is all weighed oiil at one time, 
mill is never added lo during the entire 
process. Mixed with water, it it fed to 
the grindeiH by tho shovelful, over and 
over, until the grinding is entirely 
completed, 'llic reason for this is 
evident from the fact thnt ia using, 
the emer^ beoomea ground up and

Soon 
alter leaving the hospital ho was ap- 
pointed assistant demonstrator of Anat- 
omy in the College of Physicians nnd 
Sii.'geoiis. and niso an attending piiysi- 
cian lo tlio West Side (ree dispensary. 
His death, by its cause, has attracted 
a great deal o( attention (rom medical 
men in llic city. The liislory of his 
affliction was related lo a reporter (or 
the 7'inic« by one o( his associates. On 
I'uesday, the 81st of July, he was sitting 
In hia office, when be observed a prick- 
ing sensation on the left tide of his 
upper lip. He went down stairs to a 
druggist, and aaked him to pluck a 
hair out of hia mnataohe over tiie place 
of the pain. Tbe druggist complied 
with tne reqnest, and when ho hnd 
plucked the bair Bea looked nt its 
bulbless end and aaid: "Mr. Jacubson, 
that ia the laat of me. It is a facial 
carbuncle, I will look up my ofilca 
bid you good-by, and go home to die." 
The druggist laughed at him, but tho 
young phyaioian lucked his door and 
went away, leaving a canl that ho did 
not know when he would return. He 
went at onoe to his uncle's house and 
told him what he had experienced, add- 
ing tho remark: "I am done (or. I 
will never have another well day and 
will bo dead in ten days." The I'amiiy 
laughed at him, ana he retorted by 
drawing out his diary and writing the 
following: "Carluinclc started on my 
lip. I know wlial it means. No post- 
mortem, i( you please." Beneath tho 
entry were two niimliera corresponding 
to pages in u standard author in which 
the remarkalile fatalilyo( the disease is 
sjiokcn of. The doctor had got his in- 
timalo acipiaintanco of the disease by 
treating the case of a fellow atndent, 
Mr. Eagle, which ended fatally at tho 
hospital a year nmi. After making tlio

entry lie persisted in talking of liis ap- 
proaching death and made all his plans, 
kvcrything waa done to dlitraot his at- 
tention, but without avail. The sore 
was opened and eaulcrized a week ago 
last Friday. Another pimple aiipearcd 
about the same time on the utiier siiio 
of his lip. A day or two afterward it 
was opened and cauterized. The dis- 
ease remained indifferent for a day or 
two. Tho temperature then arose to 
104 and the pulse to 140. He went to 
his bed on Monday and was in a comv 
toso condition from then until ho died, 
live days later. Death was due to the 
facial veins absorbing tho poison of the 
sore ami carrying it to tho brain, whore 
it dirmcii a fiiiipiis growth that put him' 
to sleep, nnd by the sympathy of tho 
nervos caused his features to swell be- 
yond recognition, tho eyes being priod 
almost out of the sooketi,— CVticayo 
Timet.

Sweet Cera.

When left in the 
husk the juices of the grain aro gradu- 
ally absorbed by the husk, and then the 
people say the corn is not sweet this 
year. Market farmers gather corn in 
ihe aflcrnrion, pack it into iiarrels and 
lo'iil into \va;;oiis, wiiere it is left alf 
uigiil ready for an early siarl in tho 
morning. Uniler tiiese circumstances 
the corn frequently heals, and the corn 
is greatly injured. Some day corn will 
be iiusked as gathered, and bi-oiiglit lo 
market in refrigerator wagons, and then 
city people will have com as good aa 
that eaten by their friends who have 
gardens o( their own. Com thus treat- 
ed may lie keiil in a refrigerator for a 
week without loss of its good qualllies.

The ErapUoM In Jiirn. 

TliP Iale^^o|)^)r^^^ from Jiivu seem '.o 
ttise tho volcanii! coavuliiion there to 
the rank of one of tho most dcstninivc^ 
onlamlties known In the hbtorv <>f ilie 
hiiii)»n nice. The lOM of life in tlia 
great cnriliqiiake in Lisbon in 17o') n ns 
variously estimated at from <0,000 to 
AO^OOO. "The oartbquiiko of just a hi.n- 
diwd years iioro in Calabria, tho south- 
ern part i)f Italy, caused a Im-f (^-li- 
nialcd liy somi' at Hi.nO'i, liy others lit, 
1(X),000. Discrepancies lilce these illiis- 
trats the dllBculty of learnlnj; exactly 
the extent of suon tcirlblo disasters, In- 
volTing ffreat populations and oxtensivo 
tnwts of country in a oommon ruin. 
We shall never Know, probably, with 
any denee of delinltcnoss tho Ic is of 
Iir« in Java, but If the reports aie not 
({Tossly oxapfcrcrated this calamity will 
gtanil in liistory with those of Lisbon 
and ('alal)i ia. ami may even outrank 
thi'.m. Hi'sicji' ii 1 ho recent cartb .luako 
aU'asanticeiola sinks intoiusii^ilicanco. 
One thin); makinj; it hi)rhly probable 
th.1t there ha.< been a vast Kws ol life is 
tho density of the impnlation in .lava. 
This is as great as that of llie iii i-t 
populous countiii s in Kurope, the island 
posscssinz, with its rare natiu-al beauty 
and mlln climate, a population ex- 
ceedinp; that of all the other islands of 
the Indian Ooean tnf^t'ther. 

The oocurrcnco will be of deep inter- 
est to soientifie men for the light which 
U may throw npon the relations of rcd- 
canie eruptions and eartli(|uakes, and 
the causes of both, after \vhi< h si'icnce 
is still croping a good deal in the dai k. 
The viutauons at Lisbon and in Cala- 
bria wore earthquakes, and tho fornu-r 
Mras remote from a center of volcanic 
aotian. Tho latter has been supnosed 
to be related to disturbanct s in Vesu- 
vius. As a rule, however, the most de- 
structive earthqiuikes have not been in 
volcanic regions, while on the other 
hand earthipiakes are mo^ common 
where volcances are most nnnu'rous. 
It is not l>elieved that earthiniakes arc 
the result of volcanir eruptions, but 
rather that linlh arc manifestations of 
the same forces. The convulsion of na- 
ture in .Java conihines the I'liaraeteri i- 
ties of liiith. Kxlraontinary eni]iti"ins 
of volcanoi's were accompanied by vio 
lent i'han';es in Ibe earth's surface, 
high islanls or monntains sinking into 
the sea and a great uprising of the 
water, as at hisi)on, engulling large 
numbers of people, sweeping away 
lighthouses and destroying towns. One 
oftbe more famous eruptions in the 
history of ,Iava illustrated the f.act that 
voh'i'.nif at'lion ni.ay often be in progress 
over a large tei riuiry. This was more 
than a bundrol years ago, when an 
eruption of Pajiandayang. one of tlie 
largest of the \olean()es, (ivervvhelined 
with ashes an area of a liundred sipiaro 
miles, killing three thousand people. 
Then were simnltancoiis eruptions 
from two volcanoes rcspc^etively ini 
and SfiS miles from Papandayan;.''. al- 
thongh those close at hand were silent. 
The present disturbance, about which 
the news Is still vague, seems to have 
'extended over a considerable territor}' 
also. 

The Island of .ftiva, being crowde.l. 
so to speak, wilh volcanoes, illustrates 
the (act jnsi nientioned regarding the 
frcijucucy of eartliqiiakcs where there 
are many volonnocs. In 1878, rerord 
was maile of sixteen distinct earth- 
quakes Ihronu'honl the islaiul, The 
latest MTi'iiis il -lurlianro seem to 
have been fo»r years ago, wluni tiuM-e 
were eerenl severe shocks, with a con- 
siderable loss of life, in ti>e Preanger 
Begencii's. Tlie authentic record of 
earthquakes anil erupiions in Java runs 
back for more than a century, nnd 
makes a gloomv recital. Hero may l o 
found other Illustrations of tho wide 
variations in the reports of such losses. 
The destruction of life bv the eruption 
ol Mount (iailunggong in Wii is put 
down by some auUiorities at :iO,000; by 
others at i,m. • 

It will be observed that the disturb- 
nnees in .Java, like those of Ischia, fit 
?.*niii'i\s iiiewt_\ itial tile proximity 
of the si'a, or some lar;;e Imdy of water, 
is a necessary element, either in cartii- 
(|nakes or volcanic eniptiona,aa out- 
break of igneous matter beneath the 
sea resulting in the generatitni, aiul 
th> n the condensation of vast volumes 
o( steam, which excite volcanic centn.', 
or set the earth itself in motion, 'i'ho 
convulsions reported are c>.Me upon the 
northwestern co.ast. It is to Im consid- 
ered also as l>earingupon the freqiienoy 
of eruptions in Java, with relation to 
the nearness of the sea, that the great- 
est breadth of tho islaud is only I'Jl 
miles.— a; r. 2Vt6une.

Ended at Lost. 

There died in the hospital ot. tho 

Alms-house this evening u woman who 
w:uj known on the regiscer as Kniina 
Thompson, but whose career a quarter 
of a century _a<;o under tho name oC 
Emma Jacobs had a ntitional notoriety. 
She was born in Lancaster County over 
seventy years ago. Her life in Phila- 
di'lphia began at an early age. and it 
was in this city that she "started her n>- 
markablo career. Her powers of fasci- 
nation were marvelous, and some of the 
most prominent men in tho country 
vied with each other to win her smile 
and favor. 

The amounts of money she received 
from these nu'n airtrreuated thousamls 
and thousands of cloUars. ller I eauly 
is said by those who remember her iii 
her best days to have been of a typ<i 
that compollod admiration from all wlo 
saw her. ami Daniel Webster said of 
her: ".She has the most perfci'l car- 
riage of any woman I have ever seen." 
She held court for geatlemeii leisure 
as well as lawyers and men of letters, 
her house being the leaort, atUmes,for 
some of the b^htest intelleots of the 
country. 

While Congress was m session it was 
her custom to go to Wasliington, nnd it 

was there that some of her most re- 
markable conqiU'..ts oeem-r.'d. .She is 
said to have coiuplelcjy fasi'inaled at 
lea-t one President of the I'niled Sia es, 
and nearly nil tho leailing men in 
Washington from 18)0 to ISiiH made 
her rooms a remlezvtnis. So jrvoat was 
her intluenee over the nu'inliers nf Ceii- 
gress that lier value as a loiivist « as 
known to corporations and individuals, 
end many important bilU were passed 
through her instrumentality. 

Proliably the only numwho ever won 
her alleetion was a j)reaeher named 
Thompson, a Virginian, whom she 
married. Thompson afterwaril lost liis 
retiNiin aiul was placed in the insane 
ward of the almshouse, where Ic diecl 
three vears a;ro. rreiious to this event 
Mrs. 'L'homnson's charms l)cgun to fade 
and she had disappeared from public 
notice. Her old-time shrewdness .secmod 
to disapjiear. and in a few months 
she lost nearly all she had spent her 
life in ac juiring. Her properties on 
Cherry street were gradually encum- 
bered with mortgages, and linally, los- 
In" them, became absolntely in "want. 

During Thompson's incarrcilion in 
tho mad-oonso his wife vUted him near- 
ly everv vlsitlnff doy, constantly sup- 
plying him witli sn abundance of deli- 
cacies. Her face \ras well known to 
the ollieials of tlie institution, an<l*shc 
was supposed to be worth coiwidcrable 
money 

<)n"the2Rth day of Novcmlicr, mi. 
eho j-.resenti'd heiselt at the gateway of 
the institution, with the remark that 

she had eonii' to stay. The gate-keeper 
was surprised, and refused tt» lielieve 
her statement. "It is true." she saiil, 
ami pulling out a card of admission 
signed by (iunrdian Chambers, .sho 
haniicd it to the nian nnd luirst inlQ 
te.trs. She kiqit I'noiigli moni'y to pay

Mirage en the Maine Coast. 

A few days ago there was a beautiful 

mirage along the whole sea hori 'on. 
The day had been warm and calm, and 
to a person standing at the water's edge 
waves of heated air seemed to vibrate 
w ith great intensity on the sea. Sud- 
denly, at .'ii'-'O, the ocean assumed a 
wonderful appearance. AIhivc the Mne I 
hor^un seemed siispended in iiir a m% ■ 
ond ocean, which faded away and 
formed a gray vapor that nppi aroil like 
an immense tidal wave and fell nnd rose 
to a great heiglit. Ve-sels before in- 
visible rose from below tho hori/.on and 
galled in spectral proo ntslm through the 
clouds. "To the eastward Monheg.in 
■rose high al ovc Fisherman's Isl ', and 
kept company with a ghostly island 
eovcred with dense forest, which iiUiv- 
ercd far li.'umd I'emaiiiid. Afoetol 
schooners south of Fisherman's I^le^ud- 
denly stretched upward in a crotof |ue 
manner. A great heave in tno iitnios- 
phere separated the masts, and the up- 
per sails scurried upward aiil iWi- 
Bolved. only to appear again jii-t above. 
A seiner north ot Uamaritcovc was 
quickly transformed info a very l^'via- 
than. Hor sails changed from w'hite to 
gray, and swaveil np-.vanl far abov 
l)amariscovc. )lut on Daniariscovc na. 
the most wonderful appearance seen 
To the south end of the island rose up 
perpendicular columnar dill's one hun- 
dred feil from the sea. The ho iscs 
were nearly hiildcn behind tliem. The 
hill rolled together into a mound, nnd 
then unfoldwl to twice its real lengih. 
Just beyond tho spectral cliH's the sea 
broke on n long ledge ami the sjiray 
leaped skyward with lightning rapiditv . 
Damarisicovu and Heron Isles assumeil 
grotesque shapes and danccxl and 
stretched upward to marvelous elastii-i 
ty. It aw(«;e delightful recollei-tioiis 
of the '•Arabi.m Nights." I. an 1 and 
sea were euci,anlei|. an.|und--i" the mvs- 
tic spell invisible g.'nd transformed 
them into beautifttl, but llceting illu- 
sions.

We never etiler a dentist's studio 
without feeling uneasy.

liowl. A short, decisive jerk, vour 
poor head will f.ill back on llie chair, 
nnd vour mouth will be full of fn-shly- 
distillcd blood; your eyes will be briiii- 
ming with tears, and a miseellanenus 
variety of cuss wonis will be struggling 
for utterance in your larnyx.

In 17!W the bodies of 
l.ady Kii.s,\lh (widow of Viscount Dun- 
dee, the ccleliraied ( lavcrhoiisc, and 
wife of the last Viscount Kii.syth), and 
her infant .son were exhumed and found 
in the nu st extraordinary state of pres- 
servation. They luei their death in 
1717 in Flanders by the falling in of tlin 
roof of a hoiLso in wh'ch they and a 
number of otl er Scottish exiles were as- 
sembled. Their bodies ware embalmed 
and sent over to Scotland, where they 
wero buried witli great (lomp at Kil- 
syth, in tho family vault. -The minis, 
tcr of Kilsyth thns des';ribos their aiv 
pearanco in 1796: "The body ot Lady 
Kilsyth was quite entire; every feature 
nnd every limb was as full as the day 
she was lodged in the tomb. Tiie 
features, nay, the vcty expreasion of 
her conntenance, were marked and dis- 
tinct The body of her son lay at her 
knee. His features were as compo.sed 
ns if lio wero asleep; his color wa« as 
fresh and his flesh as plump and full as 
in the ^-erfect glow of health. Perhaps 
the most singular phenomenon was 
that the bodies seemed not to have nn- 
dergonc the smallest decomposition, 
anil they retained their elasticity oven 
after being exposed lo the open air for 
many months. Several medical gen- 
tlemen examhicd them, and an incision 
was made into the arm of the infant. 
The bodies seem to have he-n pre- 
served in a liquid of the ajqiearanee of 
brandy, and theiiead inclincii on a pil- 
low containing strong-scented herbs. 
Balm, sago and mint were easily dis- 
tinguislied.'' -.Voti.f and Querlcn.
